“If h 
has been, then feere's no need for.

Presidents Jimmy Carter and 
Leonid Brezhnev in 1979, set a 
ceiling of 2,400 strategic missiles 
and lumbers on each side, to be 
reduced to 2,2501^ 1981. 

After Soviet tro^ intervened 
in Afghanistan in December 
1979, Mr. Carter withdrew 
SALT-n- from Senate con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Reagan later IriieHed it

ains unratified, both governments 
continue to say they abide by its 
provisions.'

Battles reerupt in Beirut amid 
conflicting Falangist signals 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Gun- 
batties erupted in central Beirut 
Friday as Lebanese factions and 
Syria rook a wait-and-see stance 
toward fee election of the alleged 
mastermind of fee 1982 Pal- 
estinian massacre as leader of 
Lebanon’s Falangist “Lebanese 
Forces” militia. 

The- fOar.' 'irf •■Shell -explosions- 
echoed through the city as mil- 
itiamen battled anew across fee 
“green line” featseparated mostly 
Qtristian east Beirut from fee 
mainly Muslim west side. 

Police said' the civil war ant- 
{^onists also blasted eadi others' 
positions aloru the five-kilometre 
green line wife rocket-propelled 
•grenades, ending a lull that pre- 
vailed since midnight. All cro- 
ssings remained closed between 
fee two halves of the Lebanese 
capital. 

The overnight lull followed fee 
election of Elie Hobeika as pre- 
sident of fee ruling executive 
committee of the “L^anese For- 
ces,'’ fee coalition of mostly Chr- 
istian militias that fouriit the Pr^ 
gressive Socialist Paii^ (PSP) and 
fee Shi'ite Amal movement in 
Lebanon's 10-year dvil war. 

Neifeer the Syrian government 
nor PSP or Amal oonunands pub- 
lidy reacted to the Falangist res- 
huffle feat made Mr. Hobeika 
outrank Samir Ceagea. the pro- 
Israeli commander who seized 
control of fee “Lebanese Forces” 
Mardi 12. . 

Dr. Geagea retained his post as 
chief of staff but Mr. Hobeika, 
who previously served as fee 


“Lebanese Forces" intelligence 
chief, is now the man who calls 
the shots in the organisation. 

“We shall wait and see what the 
change will mean on fee ground,” 
said a source at the “National 
Democratic Front,” which groups 
fee PSP and pro-Syrian Lebanese 
factions. The source, who spoke to 
the AF, declined to be named. 

However, the expectations 
seemed to be shortlived when fee 
“Lebanese Forces” foreign rel- 
ations chief issued a tou^ sta- 
tement Friday describing fee PSP 
and its allies as “fee new Nazis” 
and charging that th^ were bent 
* on armihilating the country’s Kr- 
istians. 

The statement also lashed out at 
Syria for trying in the past “by tri- 
ckeiy or violence, to destroy our 
dty and our people.” 

The statement py Charles Cbo- 
stine was among the most unc- 
ompromising the “Lebanese For- 
ces” has made since fee rebellion 
si^d by Dr. Geagea in March. 

Mr. Ghosrine's statement came 
despite a conciliatory declaration 
by Mr. Hobeika. 

Mr. Hobeika. widely accused of 
involvement in fee 1982 massacre 
of hundreds of Palestiiuans in Bei- 
rut's Sabra and Shatila refugee 
camps, urged dialogue wife other 
fac^ns. 

The Beirut newspaper As Safir 
said Mr. Hobeika, who denies 
involvement in the Sabra and Sha- 
tUla massacre, would soon close 
down the “Lebanese Forces” off- 
ice in occupied Jerusalem and an 
Israeli office functioning in the 


Christian suburb of Tabarja north 
of Beirut. 

He also plans to withdraw

Israel's northern frontier and rel-

“Lebanese Forces” spokesman 
withheld comment on As Safir’s 
i^x>n. But knowledgeable sou- 
rces in the organisation, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
said Mr. Hobeika’s next move 
would be the termination of fee 
“Lebanese Forces” role in pol- 
itics. 

In his post-election statement 
Thursday, Mr. Hobeika appealed 
to Lebanon's ex-President Sul- 
eiman Franjieh, a Maronite lea- 
der, to “foiget the past in a Chr- 
istian spirit of forgiveness'' in 
order to close Christian ranks. 

Mr. Franjieh, a staundi ally of 
Syria, has been at loggerheads 
wife fee “Lebanese Forces” since 
the murder of his elder son Tony, 
his wife and three-year-old dau- 
ghter along wife 30 guards at the 
family’s summer villa in Ehden, 
north Lebanon, in 1978.

Israel, PFLP-GC 
to swap prisoners 


DAMASCUS (R) — A Pal- 
estinian commando group is to 
exchange feree Israeli soldiers 
next week for J .800 Palestinians 
and- Lebanese held by Israel, inf- 
ormed Palestinian sources said 
Friday. 

Th^ sources told Reuters the 
deal had been agreed indirectly by 
Israel and fee Damascus4>ued 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine-General Command 
(PFLP-GC), through the med- 
f^ation of the Geneva-based Im- 
ematkmal Committee of the 
Cross (ICRC). 

The sources said the PFLP-CjC 
would free three Israeli soldiers it 
-ewtured during IsraePs invasion 
of Ldjanon nearly three years 
ago. They named fee Israelis as 
Heniy Sha'i, Youssef Kroub and 
Nassim Salem but did not mention 
their ranks. 

In return. Israel would release 
1,800 Palestinians and Ldranese 
Mio were held in fee An»r det- 
ention camp in southern Lebanon 
until it was recently closed down, 
the sources said. 

The swap would start on Wed- 
nesday and ^uld take four days, 
they added. 

It would involve three stages — 
in Geneva, Jerusalem and Oun- 


eitra in fee Golan Heights, fee 
sources said wifeout giving further 
details of how it would be carried 
out. 

A similar exdiange took place 
in November 1983, when six Isr- 
aeli soldiers were freed by the big 
Fateh Palestinian group in return 
for 4,500 Palestinian and Leb- 
anese prisoners held by fee Isr- 
aelis. 

However, Israel was accused of 
wifehold'ing a number of pro- 
minent Palestinian activists, 
whose names were orieinally inc- 
luded in a list prepareaby the Isr- 
aelis and fee ICRC. Reports said 
feat fee Israelis • secretly tra- 
nsferred these prisoners from Tel 
Aviv airport moments before they 
were to be flown out 

The lOlC supported the cha- 
rges and said a number of Pal- 
estinians' included in fee list were 
missing vriien a final count was 
taken. Israel has refused fee dia- 
iges. 

Among those r^rtedly tra- 
nsferred from fee airport at the 
last minute includes Ziad Abu 
.Ain, a Palestinian youth who was 
dqiorted from the U.S. to Israel 
where he is undergoing a jail sen- 
tence to an alleg^ bomb attack 
near Lake Tiberias.

Militiam en recover mass 
grave south of Beirut 


BEIRUT (R) — MusUm militianien have recovered 
at least six badly decomposed human bodies they 
had found at the bottom of a dried-up well in the 
coastal village of Jiyyeh, south of Beirut, witnesses 
said. 


None of the bodies has been 
ideni^ied and the witnesses said 
the extent of decomposition ind- 
icated the deaths had occurred 
many months ago. 

The body of a man in police uni- 
form, apparently killed more rec- 
ently, was discovered in a stone 
tomb in a Christian cemetery nea- 
rby, they added. The body was rwi 
in a coffln. 

The state-owned National 
News Agency, ^^idi operates 
from mainly Muslim west Beirut, 
said 20 bodies were recovered 
from the well in Jiyyeh. 

It said two dismembered bodies 
hud been found in another well 
further south and a few kilometres 
inland. 

The second well was near a des- 
erted house with iron bars and 
sandbags over the windows, sug- 


tatively reunite east and Bei-' 
rut after a week of foctionaJ fig- 
hting. 

A police spokesman said two 
cars dashed over the “Museum 
Crossing” after it was officially 
declared open at 7:00 am (0400 
GMT) under a ceasefire agr- 
eement, but no more risk^ the 
journey before it shut again less 
than four hours later. 

Rifle shots cracked out at 
mid-moffiing over the 400 meffes 
no-man's-land between Falangists 
and <^)position barricades at the' 
crossing's eastern and western 
ends. 

Workmen at both ends gave up 
trying to clear earthworks, halting 
efforts to reopen the crossing, pol- 
ice said.

European 
Parliament 
slashes aid 
to Turkey 

STRASBOURG, France (Age- 1 
ncies) — The European Par- i 
liament has recommended cutting 
nearly 27 million European Cur- 
rency Units (S 1 S million) firom the 
European Commission's finandal 
aid to Turkey. 

The parliament voted a "pro- 
posed modification” Thursday to 
the ECs 1985 budget saying the 
appropriations, w4ii& are part of 
the Community's third financial- 
protocol with Turkey, should not 
be paid “to a country which per- 
sistently flouts democracy and 
human rights.” 

For the same reason, the par- 
liament voted to recommend . a 
freeze on aid payments to Ankara 
under other fuianciai agreements. 

The "proposed modifications,” 
unlike other amendments to the 
budget by parliament, are not bin- 
ding on me ECs Council of Bud- 
get Ministers which adopts die 
final measure. 

The vote came during the leg- 
islature’s first reading of the ECs 
1 985 budget. The parliament had 
rejeaed the whole budget last 
Dumber in protest agaiost the 
member governments' failure to 
appropriate enough money for. the

Ministers for adoption. It will ret- 
urn to the assembly in June if the 
coundl rejects other amendments 
passed by the parliament. 

Mean^ile, Turkish martial law

The law. published in the Off- 
icial Gazette, said suspects may 
normally be held for 15 days, witii 
a IS-day extension under speedal 
circumstances. They must then 
appear before a juc^ within 48 
hours. 


Oman discussing F-16 
purchase, U.S. aide says 


WASHINGTON (R) — Oman 
has been discussing buying U.S. 
F-16 Jet fighter planes but no dec- 
isions have been made, Reagan 
administration officials have said. 

• Industry sources said Oman was 
likely to be weighing the purchase 
of the single-en^e General Dyn- 
amics pl^es against the twin- 
engine Panavia Tornado f^ter 
built by a British, French and Ita- 
lian consortium. 

The offidals said Oman, occ- 
upying a key position on the Strait 
of Hormuz at the entrance to the 
Gulf is viewed as a dose U3. fri- 
end and thus is eligibie to buy 
F-16s. 

The planes would augment 
Oman'S'fleet of 20 British-French 
Jaguar strike fighters. No number 
was set for the possible purchase, 
but a squadron of 16 to 18 was 
considered likely. 

F-16s cost between $15 to $20 
milUon each, d^ending on how 
advanced the model. 

Other countries in the region 
already Qying F-16s are Israel, 
Egypt and ^iLstan. The US. Air 
Force is buying 2,200. 

The industry sources noted that 
Oman has long had military and 
political ties with Britian, and this 
might ^ve an adv^tage to the 
West European Tort»^ over tbe 
F-J6. 

A Briton heads the Omani Air 
Force and a British firm is under 
contract to ' marnfATn Oman air- 
craft, the. sources addecL 

Bui in recent years. U.S.- 
Omani ties have also become 
close, with Oman granting the 
United States access to ports and 
airfields in case of a cri^ in the 
Gulf region. 

This year die United States is 
providing O man with $40 million 
in military assistance through the 
sale of sudi items as helicopters 
and anti-armour missfles. 

Planned U.S. aid for next year 
has been increased to $78.5 mil-

Her 
two-year-old child was taken to 
Amman where his body was dis- 
posed of in an area near Marka 
where he was later found public

Any sudi solution would '‘first 
of all depend on the unity and str- 
uggle of the PLO and Arab cou- 
ntries," the Chinese premier said, 
adding that the maximum possible 
Arab support for the Jordan-PLO 
strategy was necessary to make it a 
success.

Visiting minister expresses Czechoslovakia’s 


support for Palestinian cause, peace efforts

AMMAN — Czedioslovakia fully 
supports the rights of the Pal- 
estinian people to self det- 
ermination and to establish an 
independent state. It also believes' 
that the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) should take part 
in any negotiations or int- 
ernational conference conceming 
the Middle East issue or the Pal- 
estinian cause, Czedioslovakian 
Minister of Labour and Social 
Aiftun Efflilian Hamemik ann- 
ounced in Amman Thursday. 

In an interview wth the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Hamernik said: 
“When we are speaking of the 
ri^ts of the Palestinian people, 
we are speaking in terms of con- 
cepts of freedom and democracy 
and we believe that the life of a 
people should be dmded and det- 
ermined by the people the- 
mselves.” 

The Czechoslovakian official 
clarified that his country has a very 
clear stand vis-a-vis the Middle 
East conflict and that U has con- 
tinuously supported the Pal- 
estinian cause in all intemadona] 
platforms and forums. 

“During my meetings with Jor- 
danian officials, we discuss^ var- 
ious matters including Jordan’s 
policy, the Palestioian-Jordanian 
accord reached on Feb. 1 1 . Isr- 
ael’s arbitrary and oppressive* 
measures and the concept of exc- 
hange of land for peace,” be said. 

He went on to say that holding 
an infernational conference under 
the auspices of the United Nations 
and in which all concerned parties 
should participate, including the 


PLO, “is a very necessary step 
towards solving the conflict in the 
Middle East." 

Mr. Hamernik is currently vis- 
iting Jordan upon an invitation 
from the Czechoslovakian- 
Jordanian Friendship Society and 
is on the tour in his capadty as the 
chairman of the Arab Committee 
of Czechoslovakian Friendship 
Society for International Rel- 
ations. 

During his visit Mr. Hamernik 
met with Upper House of Par- 
liament Speaker Ahmad AI 
Lawzi. Lower House Speaker 
Akef Al Fayez and hfinistry of 
Labour and Social Development 
Under Secretary Saleh Kha- 
sawneb. They discussed ways to 
promote cooperaiiou in all fields 
and reviewed means to develop 
parliamentary affairs between the 
two countries, especially in the 
field of exdianging delegations. 


many cbnstructioD projects. How- 
ever. Mr. Hamernik explained. 
Czechoslovakia is not satisfied 
with the volume of present coo- 
peration and hopes that in the fut- 
ure more fields of cooperation will 
develop. 

“In the last twenty years we 
constructed around 200 projects 
in various Arab countries such a$ 


Syria, Iraq, Litw, Algeria. Tim- 
isia, Yemen and Kuwait”, he said.

Mr. Hamernik explained that 
there are many fields in which 
* both Czedioslovakia and Jordan 
can cooperate. Czechoslovakia, 
he added, is a highly developed, 
industrialised country which is 
ready to offer experts that mi^t 
help Jordan in specific technical 
and industrial projects. Also, 
Czechoslovakia is ready to train 
tedmical cadres to help in dev- 
eloping the economy of Jordan, he 
added. 

At ppssem, there are four Cze- 
dioslovakian technical experts 
working at the Mimstty of Public 
Works in Jordan who are pro- 
viding the technical advice for 


Mr. Hamernik pointed out that 
Jonian is a dynamic country and 
has rapidly developed a strong 
economy although it has limited 
resources. 

Omceming cooperation in cul- 
tural fields, Mr. Hamernik exp- 
lained that there are around 200 
Jordanian students who have gra- 
duated from Czechoslovakian 
universities. “I have met with 
these ^dects during my visit and 
I am very proud to say that they 
are well-qualified people who are 
contributing to the developmeni 
of the Jord^an economy and soc- 
iety.” he said. 

Czechoslovakia exports around 
one fifth of its industrial output 
and imports most of its raw mat- 
erials and food. Czechoslovakia 


imports large quantities of pho- 
jnat 


^hatc from Jordan and exports 
industrial products, maehmeiy 
and plastics. Mr. Hamernik poi- 
nted out that there is a scope for 
further develc^ment in business 
between the two countries. 

“Although my vitit to Jordan is 
luit official, it was an of^rninity 
to meet with Jordanian officials 
and to study fields of cooperation 
and spheres for exports and imp- 
orts," the Czechoslovakian off- 
idal conciud^.

Prince Hassan calls for Islamic 
centrism, Muslim- Christian dialogue

AMMAN — His Royal Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san Thursday attended the conclusion of the Royal 
Academy for Islamic Civilisation Research (Al al 
Bait Foundation) fourth annual conference and cal- 
led on all Islamic scholars to adopt a centrist app- 
roach to Islam which he said it is Uie best method to 
solve various problems in contemporary society. 


Oiairing the concluding ses- 
sion. Prince Hassan also urged Isl- 
amic scholars and experts who 
participated in this conference to 
initiate Islamic-Islamic dialogue 
and Christian-lslamic dialogue in 
order to find common ground for 
better understanding between the 
Muslim and Christian com- 
munities in the world. 

Chrisiian-Islamic dialt^e. Pri- 
nce Hassan explained, will help to 
clarify both the social and moral 
aspects of both religions, will 
avoid fanaticism and extremism 
and will also further strengthen 
what is fair and just both sides. 

Addressing over 120 Islamic 
scholars and experts from all over 
the world. Prince Hassan stressed 
the need to conduct a study on 
treatments of Muslims in non Isl- 
amic nations because, he said, 
there are many non-Muslim 
communities whic^ are interested 
in this subject. 

In hisspeedi Prince Hassan str- 
essed the fact that cultural and rel- 
igious dialogues are the ideal met- 
hods to be adopted as these dia- 
logues help to re-evaluate basic 
human values. 

Prince Hassan pointed out cer- 
tain foreign influences which, he 
said, have succeeded in dbtoning 
the image of Islam. Prince Hassan 
added that Islamic nation have 
always taught what is right and 
Just and that they have tackled 
various important problems. 

“My hope is very great in the 
Islamic scholars who are gathered 
here because they represent the 
elites in the Arab and Islamic 
worlds”, he said. These scholars 
and expens, he cxtqtinued. should 
work in order to bridge the gap 
between the elites and the other 
classes in sodety with emphasis on 
youth. 

Prince Hassan also paid tribute 
to His Majesty King Hussein who 
patronised the conference and 
who, he said, contributed lo the 
success of this huge gathering.

Non-Muslims and Islam 


Commenting on the treatment 
of non-Muslims jn Islam and on 
the Christian-lslamic dialogue 
proposed by Prince Hassan. 
Grand Imam Jad Al Haq. Sheikh 
of El Azhar Mosque in Egypt, exp- 
lained that different imams from 
El Azhar mosque have already 
started their dialogue with del- 
egates from the Vatican. Unf- 
ortunately. he added, the del- 
egates insisted on discussing only 
doctrinal issues rather than social 
and moral issues relating to both 
religions. 

Sheikh AI Haq said: “Emp- 
hasising doctrinal issues throu^ 
dialogue with Christian com- 
munities is not good for Muslims. 
CThristian communities in the West 
are taking advantage of this dia- 
logue and are spreading dan- 
gerous ideas among Muslims sta- 
ting that there is no difference 
between Muslims and non-Mus- 
lims conceming doarinal asp- 
ects.” 

Dr. Mohammad Marouf El 
Dawalibi, former Prime Minister 
of Syria, also comment^ on the 
subjea of treatment of non-Mus- 
lims in Islam and referred to many 
incidents which stood as oteiacles 
in completing Christian-lslamic 
dialogue. 

Dr. Dawalibi explained that in 


Islam, the Zitiuni, (a free non 
Muslim subject living in a Muslim 
country) is enjoying protection 
and safety. Hie 2mmi. he said, 
enjoy lots of privileges and arc 
protected by religious jurisdiction. 

The committee for education 
and financial administration in 
Islam, the committee for Islamic 
demographic programmes and the 
committee for the comprehensive 
catalogue of Arah-Islamic her- 
itage in architecture also met Thu- 
rsday and submitted rec- 
ommendations dealing with major 
problems shared by the Muslim 
World. Amog these problems 
were mentioned the lack of dir- 
ection and the tendency for com- 
munities in Islamic societies to 
depend on other traditions. The 
resolutions submitted called for 
breaking away from dependency 
and imitation of contemporani’ 
societies, distinction between tra- 
dition and basic values of Islam 
incorporaied in the Quran and 
Sunnah. is very important issue 
that the Islamic society itiiould be 
aware of. 

Evaluating the fourth annual 
conference of the Royal Academy 
for Islamic Civilisation Research. 
Dr. Nasseruddeen Al Assad. Min- 
ister of Higher Education and the 
Al al Bait president told the Jor- 
dan Times that this conference 
was “very successful". He said 
that prominent Islamic scholars 
and experts gathered to discuss 
the contemporary social and eco- 
nomic conditions in the Muslim 
World and the process of social 
change. 

During the conference. Dr. 
Assad said, different schools of 
thought such as AbaJities in 
Oman. Zaide> 7 a in Yemen and 
Shiites in Iran met and agreed on 
the foundation of Islamic jur- 
isprudence. Their assembly, he 
added, was a unique phenomenon 
which called for optimism because 
it demonstrated a convergence of 
thoughts and stands.

Al Ra'i: Rare chance for peace 

U.S. SECRETARY of Stale George Shultz starts a tour of the 
Middle East region Friday visiting Israel first and then he proceeds 
to Cairo and Amman to discuss prospects of a peace settlement. 

Shultz will also sound out the p^ibility of initiating a joint 
Palestiniao-Jordanian dialogue with the American administiation. 

We cannot pnedia the outcome of this tour, but we ought to 
remind Shultz dtat the chance available for pe^ at present should 
not be missed and that the Jordanian-Palestinian accord of Feb. 1 1 
presents the best vehicle for peace. The Arabs who meet Shultz 
should make it clear to him that the PLO cannot be excluded from 
any future talks since they represent the Palestinian people. 

Neither Shultz nor any other U.S. administration members should 
try to impose conditions on the Palestinian representatives because 
this would mean adhering to Israeli terms, v^ich call for no neg- 
otiations with the PLO or those who support the organisation. 

The American administration should fr^ itself from these Israeli 
conditions and work on its own if it really wants to make a bre- 
'akthfough in the situation. Shultz will find the Arabs ready for peace, 
but he find the leaders in Amman and Cairo committed to their 
stand of including the PLO as negotiator in the peace process. 

Al Dustour: UNRWA deficit worries 
Jordan 

IlN A meeting with UNRWA's commissioner-general, the prime 
minister voic^ Jordan's concern over the recurrent deficit in the 
agencVs budget and the delay by some countries in sending in their 
contributions for the current year. 

We share the government’s concern over this situation since a 
reduction of UNRWA's services to the refugees would threaten their 
existence. We like to believe that the delay is temporary and the 
funds will arrive just in time to avert a disaster. We also hope that the 
delay does not constitute political lever on the Arabs because we 
refill any pressure of this nature. 

The prime minister pointed out that tire^fovenirnent will follow up 
contacts mth concerned nations to send thetr contributions to 
UNRWA in order to enable the agency to continue shouldering its 
humanitarian responsibility. But to leave UNRWA at the mercy of 
these countries' contributions would not be a wise practice and would 
rather cast a dark shadow on its future and its role In the Arab region. 
We cail on the United Nations to re-examine the situation and to link 
UNRWA's budget with that of the U.N. aonud budget, because in 
this way we can guarantee continued funds and continued hum- 
anitarian services to the refugees, as long as they remain denied their 
rights in their homeland. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Reactivating the economy 

THE JORDANIAN domestic scene is currently witnessing a flurry 
of political and economic aaivity designed to revitalise the economy 
and enhance the country’s march towards progress. The political 
activity on the pan of Jordanians and Palestinians is aimed at winning 
suppon for the Arab and Palestinian issues and at finally finding a 
just and durable settlement for the Palestine problem. 

Uie initiative was staned by King Hussein's visits to a number of 
Arab countries to discuss steps that can ensure peace and a return of 
Arab rights. The joint delegations to visit foreign countries are 
designed to help convene the projected international conference to 
find a just Middle East settlement. 

The prime minister's meeting with parliament members to brief 
them .on these moves was designed to involve them in the process, 
and his meeting with representatives of the private sector points to 
the government's genuine drive to bolster the national economy.

Tlie Israelis have been carrying out facist practices against the 
Palestinians and the Lebanese people and they have been col- 
laborating with South Africa on radal discrimination grounds.

Fears grow of ail out civil war 


in Lebanon

BEIRUT — Fears are growing 
among ordinary Lebanese of all- 
out civil war amid political sta- 
lemate and heavy fighting bet- 
ween Falangist forces ana left- 
wing militias along Beirut's 
“Green Line” battlefronL 
Residents say the artillery bom- 
bardments. which have struck 
deep into residential areas and lol- 
led 14 people in the last week, are 
ominous at a time when opposed 
militias are confronting ea<^ other 
in South Lebanon. 

Thirteen shells crashed into the 
- International Airport on Sunday 
night, the worst attack since it 
reopened last July after a five- 
moom shut-doam because of fig- 


hting. 

Crossing between mainly- 
Muslim west and Christian east 
Beirut have been closed for most 
of the past week. Hundreds of 
people have fled their homes near 
the fronL where militias have put 
up earth barricades up to three 
metres high. 

“Even during so-called cea- 
sefires there is sbeiUng, the streets 
are deserted and all shops are do- 
sed.” said one resident on the wes- 
tern side of the line, “We're living 
in fear and expeding worse.” '

eet in west Beirut, Lebanese army 
soldiers sii and dial vdiile the 
boom of artillery shells edioes 
over the dty.

Gorbachev strengthens power and prepares reforms

MOSCOW — In less than two 
months since comii^ to office, 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
has taken rapid hold of the levers 
of power and laid the groundworic 
for a programme to shape the 
country in the closing years of the 
century. 

After a laborious first eight 
weeks in which he has promoted 
allies, imposed his authority and 
set the tone for changes to come, 
informed Soviet sources and for- 
eign diplomats see Mr. Gorbachev 
now moving into a second phase. 

Mr. Gorbachev, 54, is said to be 
supervising the work of an array of 
commissions that he set up to rev- 
iew policy in vital areas, including 
the economy and foreign concerns 
sud) as Af^anistan and relations 
with the United States. 

Decisions on these fronts will be 
enshrined in a new five-year plan 
and party programme, to be ado- 
pted by the party's five-yearly 
congress next Februa^. 

Though Mr. Gorbachev's app- 
ointment on the death of Kon- 
stantin Chernenko had been wid- 


ely antidpatejd. the speed of his 
moves and bis bold style have sent 
shock waves through the vast 
party bureaucrat. Soviet sources 
said. 

Since his acceptance ^edi on 
March ll.thenewleaderhasbeen 
using direct language to declare 
war on ineffident, corruption, 
waste and lethargy. 

His no-nonsense manner and 
distaste for showiness has been 
projected by the state media, 
which have cut back their usually 
frequent personal references 'to 
the patty diief. 

In a small but telling innovation 
sure to have been widely noted, 
the leader’s portrait in last weel^s 
May Day parade was no larger 
than those of other politb^ 
members. 

Cracking the whip in a qieech 
last month to the central com- 
mittee he promised the enf- 
orcement of order “in every ent- 
erprise, every construction site.” 

He demonstrated his aim to 
make sure improvements reached 
ordinary people by paying imp- 
romptu visits to Moscow futories 
and dropping in on the home of a 
working faniLy. 


He also caused alarm among 
managers by aimouncing there 
would be no downward revision of 
unfulfilled plan targets this year, a 
traditional practice as the country 
nears the en<£of the five-year plan 
period. 

In stressing disc^line and e£f- 
iden^', Mr. Goit»diev is fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of Yuri 
Andropov, sriio succeeded Leonid 
Brezhnev as party leader in late 
1982 and b^an grooming the 
younger man as an eventual suc- 
cessor. 

' Mr. Goibadiev has shown he 
has the dout to carry through what 
age and ilhiess prevented Mr. 
Andropov from .doing before he 
died in February 1984, to be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Chernenko. 

In a swift move last month, be 
promoted three dose associates, 
aU of them groomed by Mr. And- 
ropov, to tlm politburo. 

The three — Viktor Chebrikov, 
chief of the KGB securiQr app- 
aratus. economic spedalist Nik- 
olai Rykhkov and party personnel 
chief Yegor Ligadiev — are exp- 
ected to play a major role in in^ 
lementing Mr. Gorbachev's pol- 
icies. 


Their presence in the 13-man 
politburo has ensured Mr. Gor- 
bachev a working majority, wea- 
kening the alrea^ dwindling inf- 
luence of &e “old guard** pro- 
moted under Mr. Brrahnev. 

Analysts say the next step is lik- 
ely to tiie removal of elderly 
fibres like Moscow Party diM 
Viktor Grishin and Prime Min- 
ister Nikolai Tikhonov, who is 80 
thb month. 

Tliis could bagin at a party jNe- 
num next month befrae a sesrion 
of the Snpreme Soviet, or iq- 
islahne, nmich is expected to app- 
oint Mr. Gorbachev head of state. 

Pa^el to dianges in the Kre- 
mlin, the par^s Personnel Dep- 
artment, headed by Mr. Ligadiev. 
is pushing through a drive to weed 
out dead wood from the r^onal 
party leadership. 

Party bosses from the provinces 
from a large proportion of the 
300-strong central committee, all 
of whose members are up for ele- 
ction at next year’s congress. 

Calfing last month for the'ri^t 
mixture of yondi and eiqierieDoe 
in party posts, Mr. Gorbachev 
made dear his wish to see more 
able and younger men and women 


on the committee. 

As for as the substance of his 
economic reforms is concerned, 
Mr. Gorbachev has so far revealed 
only birad outlines. 

These surest he has no plans 
for radical innovation like the 
maricet-oriented reforms imp- 
lemented by China or Hungary, 
tbou^ he is said to have set np 
commissions to rqiort on these, 
according to Soviet sources. 

From his statements, it appears 
Mr. Gorbachev aims to strengthen 
the central-planning system while 
cutting down the huge middle- 
level bureaucracy that stifles 
dedrion-making. 

The tool for this is likely to be 
the extension of a scheme started 
in 1983 giving enterprise man- 
agers antiiority to control wage 
and staffing levete, drplomats say. 

A dominant theme in his spe- 
eches is the need to modernise 
Soviet technology, vhich is far 
below worid standrutte. 

Foreign Governments are wai- 
ting for Mr. Gorbadiev to make 
his mark on external poK^, still 
the dooiam of Foreign Mkiister 
Andrei Gromyko. 75. 


Western officials, though imp- 
ressed by his inteil^enoe^ say he 
has yet to demonstrate the fle- 
xibility many had expected. 

While be has called for better 
relations with Washington, his sta- 
tements have reiterated long- 
standing Kremlin charges against 
the United States and the West. 

Some diplomats in Moscow are 
coa\inced Mr. Gorbadiev will 
present a formidable dmUenge to 
the West by presenting Soviet pos- 
itions in a more credible and sop- 
histicated light. 

An illustration of this was the 
speed whh whidi he moved last 
month to blame Washington for 
the lack of progress at the talks in 
Geneva on space and nuclear 
weapons. 

Mr. Gorbachev also appears to 
be succeeding in imposing his aut- 
hority on Moscow’s East bloc all- 
ies, some of whom showed signs of 
dissent in past years of weak Kre- 
mlin leadership. 

In bis only foreign trip so fsa, 
Mr. Gorbachev met six allied lea; 
ders in Poland last month to pro- 
long for 20 yeats the treaty of the 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact alliance.

ROME — Italy's coalition gov- 
ernment, in office for the rel- 
atively long period of 20 months, 
faces a series of electoral hurdles 
in coming weeks that are critical to 
its survival. 

Local elections on May 12 wfll 
pit the popularity of fte five-party 
coalitioa against the opposition 
Communists. 

Less than a mouth later, a nat- 
ional referendum promoted by the 
Communists is scheduled on whe- 
ther CO repeal a key government 
economic measure. 

And finally, bickering among all 
the parties can be expected over 
the succession to preddent Sandro 
Pertini, whose seven-year man- 
date expires on July 8. 

The two main government par- 
lies, the Kristian Democrats and 
the Sodalists, are attributing cru- 
dal importance to the local ele- 
ctions in which 44 million people 
will vpte for new regional, pro- 
vincial and town councils over 
most of Italy. 


“There is no doubt that the May 
12 elections ... are so overloaded 
with politkaJ significance that nei- 
ther the majority nor the gov- 
ernment would survive a defeat,” 
Socialist Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi said this month. 

Italians are waiting to see whe- 
ther the Communists can repeat 
their success in European Par- 
liament elections last June when 
they came top of the poll for the 
first time, edging ahead of the Chr- 
istian Democrats by 0 J of a per- 
centage point. 

Other parties were quick to att- 
ribute the Communist victory to a 
sympathy vote resulting torn the 
death, just before the election, of 
the pa^s popular leader Enrico 
Betiinguer. That theoiy is now to 
be put to the test. 

(Kristian Democratic Vice- 
Premier Amaldo Forlani has said 
that if the Communist “soipasso” 
(overtaking) of his party is con- 
firmed, this wrill imperil not just 
the present government but Ita- 
lian democracy in general. 

The smaller goveoamenc parties 
— Republicans, Social Democrats 


and I-iheTats— jmy th e thing 
is not whether the Christian Dem- 
ocrats are overtaken, but how the 
coalition fares as a whole, and they 
expect it to retain its majority. 

The Communists accuse the 
.Christian Democrats and So^. 
iaiists of trying to scare the ele- 
ctorate into voting for them. 

But they make no secret of their 
desire to bring down die gov- 
emmeot and replace it witii a 
Communist-Socialist coalition, 
even though the Socialists reject 
such an alliance. 

AJtiiou^ there is no con- 
stitutional reason for local ele- 
ctions to affect the central gov- 
ernment, they are taken very ser- 
iously in Italy, a country of strong 
regional affi^tions. 

The Christian Democrats have 
long accused the Socialists of per- 
fidy ftn- forming coalitions with the 
Cnmiministg in local government. 

Left-wing alliances excluding 
the Christian Democrats run a 
string of major Italian cities, inc- 
luding Rome and Milan. The 
Communists boast of their eff- 


iciency in local administration, 
and their campaign posters claim 
tiiat theirs are “cities to live better 
in.” 

A leading election issue wQ] be 
the government's handling of the 
economy. Under I^. Ci^, inf- 
lation has come down fioin 16 to 
nine per cent a year but tvages. 
have also been trimmed by imp- 
eding inflation-indexed rises. 

On June 9, Italians vote in a 
referendum on whether to restore 
to wage packets rises worth a total 
of 27,280 (ire (about $13.60) per 
nuMith to every employed person 
which were loj^ped off by the gov- 
ernment last year. 

Employers say they cannot aff- 
ordit, and to lose the voce would 
humiliate the government. Efforts 
to avoid the referendum by negi 
otiating a new wage mechanism 
between unions, employers and 
the government have so far led 
noahere. 

If the Craxi. cabinet weathers 
the elections and the referendum 
it could still face divisions over the 
presidential successioa. 


United Brands winds up 
Costa Rican operation

SAN joS£,Costa Rica — United 
Brands has wound up its banana 
growing (^ration in Costa Rica, 
signaJlfog the ooll^ise of power 
once wielded by Uii. fruit com- 
panies. La Central America. 

United Brands was the new 
York-based successor to the Uni- 
ted Fruit Company whose eno- 
rmous political and economic inf- 
luence in the past helped create 
the derisive label “braana rep- 
ifoJtcs” for the region's nations. 

Its decirioa to sell 2,000 hec- 
tares of plantatioas to the gov- 
ernment for $20 million was taken 
last December after a 72-day scr- 
il» earlier in the year by banana 
workers and end^ 100 yeais of 
banana growing by U..S com- 
panies in Costa Rica. 

When the withdrawal was for- 
mally announced at the end of 
March, United Brands Spo- 
kesman Richard Johnson said; 
“The tremendous destructive eff- 
ect of the last strike produced the 
end of the banana activities of this 
company.” 

He also said low prices, hig h 
export tai^ and the long dis- 
tances to' main markets con- 
tributed to the decreasing pro- 
fitability of banana production. 

United Brands' Costa Rican 
subsidiary, Compania Bananera 
de Costa Rica, earned $40 million 
in b anana exports and taxes for 
the country in 1983 and provided 
3,000 jobs. 

Government officials admit 
United's decision will cause eco- 
nomic distress to Costa Rica’s two 
miUioo people. 

The banana strike to press dem- 
ands for pay rises of up to 70 per 
cent began last July. Negotiations 
between the Communisi-Ied 
union and company rep- 
re^tattves broke down in a wel- 
ter of mutual accusations. 


A labour court ruled the strike 
ille^L arguing (bat normal neg- 
otiating procedures bad not been 
exhausted . The conflict sharpened 
when police trying to dear picket 
lines opened and kflh^ two 
workers. 

As the dispute dragged on into' 
September, banana plantations 
were ravaged by disease and neg- 
lect. 

It was a far cry from the days 
when United Fruit virmally dic- 
tated policy in Central America. 

Historians agree that the com- 
pany played a key role in the 1 954 
U.S. -sponsored coup against Gua- 
temala’s reform-minded pre- 
sident, Jacobo Arbenz, who had 
nationalised its vast Guatemalan 
landholdings. 

The government hopes the job 
losses created by United Brand’s 
departure will break the back of 
the Communist United Workers 
Confederation (CUT), one of the 
few legal Communist unions ope- 
rating in Latin America. 

It also hopes to reap some ben- 
efit from the loss of United's ban- 
ana harvest by diversifying crops 
on its plantations to protect gro- 
wers from fluctuating banana pri- 
ces and dependent on one crop 
and to create new jobs. 

Church and labour leaders 
however warned that the sim- 
mering unrest caused by the dis- 
pute could boil over and shatter 
Costa Rica's image as a haven of 
stability in turbulent Central 
America. 

“There w8l be no ladt of agi- 
ratois bringing grist to their pol- 
itical or ideological mills by W- 
tigating violence,” San Jose's 
A^bishiop Roman Arrieta said 
at a ceremony when United 
Brands' lands were handed over to 
the government. 

He added that tiie long term 
plan must be to eliminate the dan- 
ger of “unemployment and its res- 
ult which is vagrancy ... increase in 
crime and prostitution”.' 


Mauritius is never happy with a strong doiiar

PORT LOUIS — Every time the 
U.S. dollar scales new heights on 
the world's foreign exchanges, the 
finance minister of Mauritius, 
Vishnu Lutchmeenaraidoo, gets a 
headache. 

“A one per cent rise of the dol- 
lar against the rupee will increase 
the government's debt service by 
about 7.5 million rupees (S 
4^0,000) in the 1984/1985 fiscal 
year,” he told Reuters in an int- 
erview. 

Each percentage rise adds 15 
million rupees ($880,000) to the 
balance of payments deficit, the 
minister said. This year the dol- 
lar's rise will increase it by some 


350 million rupees <$3 million). 

Mauritius's problems reflect the 
dilemma facing many developing 
countries today. They borrowed 
dollars in the 1970s, before int- 
erest rates soared and are now- 
having to pay back those dollars at 
highly unfavourable rates. 

“We borrowed about 13 billion 
rupees on the Eurodollar market 
when the exchange rate was 7.65 
rupees to the dollar. Today it is 
17, ” lamented Mr. Lut- 
chraeenaraidoo. “AU combmed, 
our five Eurodollar loans are 
equal to less than one year in debt 
servicing," he said. 

’ The dollar's rise is most ino- 
pportune for Mauritius, an adv- 
anced developing country whose 
economy is poised for a good rec- 


overy after stagnadi^ in 1983, 
according to government officials 
and Western busioessmeo and 
economists. 

Some 75 per cent of service 
payments on the oountty’s SOO- 
raUlioa-doUar debt and just over' 
half of its imports are . den- 
ominated in the U.S. currenty. 
according to official figures. 

Tliis year, the small Indian 
Ocean island vdll spend 2.1 billion 
rupees ($130 mfltioo) or more 
than 80 per cent of revenue from 
sugar, its main eiqiort, to pay the 
interest on its debt, Mr. Lui- 
efameenaraido said. 

Debt servicing now represents 
283 percentoftiiecountry'sexp- 
ort earnings, almost double the 
1981/82 figure. 


Mauritius is negotiating a third 
structural adjustment loan with 
the World Bank and it plans to 
bold talks with hs creditor nations 
in Paris in a few weeks time. 

It recently received some $50 
mfllioa in credits from the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF), 
but Mr. Lutch meenaraido said the 
country needs as much again in 
foreign exchange to meet its cur- 
rent obl^ations. 

The fore^ exdiange ounch is. 
the most crudal factor in the eco- 
nomy, government officials say, 
but Mauritius’s attiempts to str- 
engtbeo and diversify itseconomic 
base together with its political sta- 
bility have won it many friends 
abroad.

That to me is more than 
strange. It is fri^tening. 

If one assumes a eoodper- 
centage of the Joitfen Times 
readership is foreign, tiien pm*- 
haps one can justify this feck o£- 
interesi in local events, even 
though there are many subjects 


~of coocen] to peoNe living' 
here, Jordanians or foreigners, 
that are also not written about. 
The disturbing phenomenon., 
however, is that even though 
the J.T. is read by a great per- 
centage of educated Jor- 
danians, that percentage is not 
reflected neifoer in the qua- 
ntity nor quality of letters to 
the editor. Yes, one often hears 
verbal reactions from Jor- 
danians as to events taking 
place or articles written, but a 
suiprisiDgly small number of 
people are willmg to commit 
tfaem^ves to a few lines on 
paper. 

Two reasons come to mind; 
Apathy and fear. Apafoy is a 
subject I am almost too q>a- 
tbetic to write abouL I can 
understand someone being 
apathetic whra he or she has 
more basic needs to satisfy, bdt 


1 cannot for the twrld oom- 
piehend why educated people 
tn this country are so ind- 
ifferent about events that have 
a major say in shaping their 
own lives. It seems this my- 
q>ink»Mloesn't-oount attitude 
runs deq), eroecially among 
the educated here. Unf- 
ortunately. the majority are 
still either sat^ed with a sec- 
ure income, or just do not care 
to voice their opinioiis. 

The fear reason is even more 
alarming. When there have 
been only very few letters to 
the editor dealing with a pol- 
itical subject for tiie last two 
years, one has to assume peo- 
ple are afraid to meddle pub- 
licly with political affairs. I 
thmlr tills assumpticm bolds a 
lot of truth in it. 

We have been brought up 
with the impUcit idea that it is 


wrong to have opinions on pol- 
itics, let atote voice them. We 
have this notioD reared with us 
that politics is benerlefi to pol- 
iticians, and that we are not 

qualified to speak our minds on 

issues. Moreover, we have 
been somehow led to believe 
that if we dare to speak out, we 
will be persecuted. 

This set of felse assumptions 
has led us to erect an imagjnaij,' 
wall in our minds we 
have grown careful not to 
cross. In our over-caution not 
to offend the government aut- 
horities, we have set thresholds 
mudi kmr than those which 
the government is prepared to 
tolerate. Our newqiapers are 
full of examples o( criticisms so 
mild that one often wonders 
whether the writer is criticising 
the government or apologising 


for it. 

Most importantly, we have 
to rid ourselves of the notion 
that it is unpatriotic to criticise 
your own government or public 
officials. I tend to believe that 
the opposite is true. We need to 
constantly start debai^on all 
subjects ^ concern to us. 

Letters to the editor nught 
seem unimportant to many. 
But their significance to me lies 
in their reflection of the degree 
of concern citizens have tow- 
ards issues. In the case of the 
J.T., the comer sadly reflects 
that feeble concern among the 
educated Jordanians who read 
the Jordan limes. 

I know my article will sound 
offensive to many. Can I at 
least hope that it will invite 
some angry letters to the edi- 
tor?

f^re tragic love affairs loom in 
the play of the week, on Wed- 
nesday at 10.15, with a dra- 
matisatioa of Henry James's the 
Wings Of The Dove, one of the 
great novelists most popular 
worits. It is made by Denis Con- 
standuFOS wbo, until his death in 
1978, was considered one of the 
best adaptors oi James’ wod; for 
the telei^ion screen. Set in Lon- 
don in the early years of this cen- 
tury, the novel deals with a theme 
that was dear to James’ heart — ; 
the affect of Europe on the Ame- 
ricans his day who came there in 
search of enli^teoment, romance 
and excitement. The beautiful 
Kate Ctpy is secretly in. love with 
Merton Densher, an imp- 
overiAed journalist of whom her 
giiarriian, the formidable Maud 
Lowder, would strongly dis- 
approve.

Anti-porn crusader fights on after 21 laborious years

ARDLEIGH. En^and — After 
2 1 years of combating sex and vio- 
lenite on television, fee gra- 
ndmotbedy guardian of British 
morals says ha battle has only just 
begun. 

. “The situation is growing to a 
crisis,’' declared Mary Whi- 
tehouse wife a certam reliBh. 

“This is a struggle thafs not 
going to be won, but i^s not going 
to be lost and it will go on as long 
as we have televteioQ in our 
homes.” 

Mrs. Whitehouse, 75 in June, is 
a doughty lady who has survived 
bitter hostility and outright rid- 
icule in an untiriiig canmaign fo rid 
the home screen of moody mur- 
der, savage beatings, frank sexual 
encounters and the standard 


foor-lener words. 

Once iguored or teeated wife 
contempt by fee media and fee 
government, she has long gra- 
duated to become a household 
uame in Britain wife as many fol- 
lowers as critics. 

She has been shouted down tty 
students and shunned by the Bri- 
tish Broadcasting Coiporatioo 
(BBC). She has fought through 
the courts, won delates wife 
ocates of poniography — and 
managed a smile woen called a 
“flat-footed, bespectacled 
shrew”. 

In fact, mtentiewed by Reuten 
at her pink-washed viUa in fee' 
Essex countryside northeast of 
London, fee dreaded M^ Whi- 
tehonse turned out tt> be a cbe- 
•eifttl matron with an exigaging line 


;ia self-mockery. 

“The last thing 1 


want is to be 


presented, as someone feat Ccxl 
has givea a spedal job to do,” she 
said, relaxing in an easy chair ove- 
rlooking her rose garden. Her 
sudden bursts of lau^ter silenced 
fee birds. 

Trim-figured, grey-haired and 
sun-tanned, Mr. Whitebouse de- 
arly revels ia seeing her role cha- 
nge from a figure of fun to a 
maker of qiinkms with an inf- 
luence beyond her earliest dr^ 
ams. 

Many see ber as someone to be 
reckoned with in a society she reg- 
ards as “corrupt and ex^ttited”. 

infuriates critics is her' 
constant complaint about scenes 
of bloodshed, raw* and “cut^ 
people’s beacis o^’ on television. 
They call it reaUsm. 

What endears ber to followers is 
a feeling that Mrs. Whitebouse 
wOI Stand up to any bumiliatioa or 


indignity for* the sake of middle- 
class standards. They call it dec- 
eiuty. 

Mrs. Whitehouse's National 
Viewers and Listeners Ass- 
octation (NVLA) was formed in 
1 964, at a time when the notion of 
“swinging Loncton” was coming 
to the foie. It bolds its 21st ann- 
iversary next Saturday. 

The lady behind it all may not 
look like a fcxcefiil campaigner, 
but fee jokey exterior conceals 
chunks of steel. 

“I always felt that if we could 
hang on long enough, no matter 
what the attacks, no matter what 
the anempts to stop us might be, 
we would find something mar- 
vellous,” she said. 

“We bad the feeling feat the 
permissive society would become, 
dare Fsay it, fee establishment of 
Britain. 


“And then fee young people 
would do what youngsters always 
do. They would rebel against the 
esiabJisbinein.” 

A f(xmer schoolteacher wife a 
husband and three grown-up sons, 
Mrs. Whitebouse argues that con- 
stant television violence helps cre- 
ate a violent society. 

The NVLA has wide contacts 
among Itke-minded groups ove- 
rseas, particularly in Australia, 
Africa, Western Europe and the 
United States. 

According to a recent report 
reaching Mn. Wbitehouse tom 
Dr. Thomas Radecld, an Ame- 
rican colleague in an organisation 
. called the International Coalitjon 
.against Violent Entertainment: 

“Television violence has rea- 
ched a new hi^ in the United Sta- 
tes. The increase, for a fourth suc- 
•cessive year, has been steady and 


dramatic, wife 64 per cent of all 
UJ. pro^mmes now featuring 
themes high in violence.” 

Mrs. Whitebouse says it is alw- 
ays just a matter of time befexe 
such shows are exported thr- 
oughout the world and become 
standard fare on the home screen. 

She believes her association’s 
campaign has curbed excesises but 
still has a long way to go in turning 
television back to an ent- 
ertainment that the whole family 
can enjoy without emb- 
arrassment. 

“When historians of the next 
century kwk back, the late 50s, 
the 60s and the 70s will be seen as 
an aberration in our whole history 
as a nation,’' she mused. 

“The permissive society was 
always foreign to the nature of the 
British people. It was a false and 
phoney siiuaiion.

Paulen, life president 


of lAAF, dies at 82 


THE HAGUE {R\ — Adriaan 
Paulen. honorarv life President of 


Paulen. honorary life President of 
the Internationa Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation flAAF), who 
died Thursday at the age of 82, 
was an outspmken man who ded- 
icated his life to athletics and other 
sports. 

Paulen. who served as lAAF 
president from the Montreal 
Olympic Games in 1976 to 1981. 
di^ ui hospital in Eindhoven, 
□ear his home, while unde^ing 
an' operation for a broken hip fol- 
lowing a toll. 

A colourful figure, Paulen loved 
driving tost cars and motor bikes. 

He took part in the 1926 Dutch 
Motor^le Grand Prix at Assen 
but retired with engine trouble. 
He did, however, win several nat- 
ional championship titles. 

At the age of 60, he broke a leg 
in a motorcycle race. In a crisp 
rwly to criticism during a meeting 
of the Dutdi Athletics Federation 


of Miich he was president, Paulen 
said: “Allow me please in my own 
time, on my own bike, to break my 
own leg." 

A mining engineer, ^o also 
took part in eight Monte Carlo ral- 
lies, Paulen was the fiist Dut- 
chman to reach an Olympic games 
final. 


At the age of 1 7 he finished fou- 
rth in 400 metres at the 1920 
Antwerp games and four years 
later he beat Eric Liddell, the eve- 
ntual gold medallist, in the 
quarter-finals of the Olympic 400 
metres in Paris. 

He never won an Olympic 
medal but set a world record for 
the SOO metres, then an offidal 
distance, in 1925. 


Paulen stayed away from the 
1936 Berlto games and said later 
“I didn't like the situation in Nazi 
Genuany. So I just chose to stay at 
home.”

Greece promotes tourism

AMMAN — Greece became a 
dynamic member of the group of 
countries oii^ising international 
tourist eiriiimtions when it made 
an inqiTessve start earlier this- 
month with the 1st i%ik^nia exh- 
ibition held in Thessaloniki, Gre- 
ece’s second largest city. 

Tbe exhibition was organised by 
Hellexpo, an ^ncy with world- 
wide prenige in the area of fair 
oiganisatiOQ on intematiODa] sta- 
ndards, in cooperation with die 
NationaJ Tourist OrganisatioD of 
Greece and oAer or^isations. 

It covered a functional area of 


30,000 square metres with the 
particqiation of almost the eni^ 
Greek tourism offices, 12 foreign 
tourist organisations and many 
other international groups spe- 
cialising or promoting tourism. 

Tbe total number of exhibitors 
exceeded 160 among vdiicfa were 
the Ministry of Tourism of Syria, 
the Hungarian Tourist' Org- 
anisation, the Italian Tourist Org- 
anisation, the Ministry of Tourism 
of Romania, the Egyptian Tourist 
Organisation, the French Tourist 
Oiianisatioa as well as the U.S. 
and many other Western and Eas- 
tern European countries.

Arab energy conference 
calls for more planning 


ALGIERS (OPECNA) — The third Arab energy 
cooference has called for more planning in energy 
production, consumption and manufocturiiig within 
the Arab World. 


British Airways profits grow 


LONDON (R) — State-owned 
Briti^ Airways has reported a 
nine per cent jump in annual pro- 
fits to £202 million ($244 mfliion) 
and said it was hoping to be sold 
into private han<h before next 
March. 

The airline's traffic was growing 
worldwide, its debts been 
reduced, its cargo business was 
thriving and costs were under tight 
control. Chairman Lord King told 
a news conf^ence. 

It was now a business of con- 
siderable value. “We look forward 
to the time when the shares of Bri- 
tish Airways can be quoted,” he 
said. 

Govero,ment plans to float the 
carrier oh the stock exdiange in 
February were wrecked by dea- 
dlock over a U.S. lawsuit against it 
arising from the collapse of cut- 
price airtine Laker Ai^ys. 

Negotiations were continuing in 
the anti-trust case. Lord King said. 


“We. are progressing along quite 
steadily and sensibly.” 

Asked about a new date for tbe 
flotation, he said: “I would like to 
see it happen in this finandal 
. year.” 

British Airways’ pre-tax profits 
in 1984-85, its finandal year to 
March 31, were up from £185 mil- 
lion ($224 millioa) the previous 
year. 

Lord King said British Airways 
would socxi begin to replace some 
or all of its fleet of 1 6 Boeing 747 
■ Jumbos, now 15 years old. 

But he said the company’s rec- 
ord in recovering from near- 
bankrupt^ in 1 982 showed it was 
healthy enough to raise the nec- 
essary funds for the re-equipment 
programme through the banking 
system. 

As the Laker case was under 
judidal consideration. Lord King 
would not pre<hct when it would 


be concluded. Laker Uquidators 
are suing 12 major airiines, acc- 
using them of breaking U.S. anti- 
trust laws ^ oonspiring to price it 
out of business in 1982. 

Negotiations on an out-of-court 
settlement, which industry sources 
say could amount to $65 million, 
have been going on for months. 

Lord King said the co- 
defendants had agreed on a joint 
proposal, but he stressed that a 
final deal would not immediately 
open the way for British Airways' 
notation. It would take two 
months to ratify a deal, and three 
to prepare the flotation, he said. 

The airlbe is not the only major 
British business in line for pri- 
vatisation. The ^vemment is cur- 
rently selling its half share in Bri- 
tirii Aero^oe, and it has also 
announced plans to sell the huge 
British Gas Coiporation next 
year. 


In recommendations following 
the five-day conference here 
which ended Thursday, the con- 
ference also called for a linkage 
between planning for energy and 
for the economy as.a whole. 

“The Arab World needs to dev- 
elop a reliable data base from 
first-hand sources,” it stressed. 

Tbe conference also asked the . 
Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Blurting Countries (OAPEC) to 
dex'elop be Arab Centre for Ene- 
rgy Studies to serve all Arab cou- 
ntries — producers and non- 
producers. 

It requested more funds for 
development in general “and ene- 
rgy development in particular”. 

The confemce recommended 
that the Arab Work) should div- 
ersify its economy and develop a 
base for petrodiemical and other 
related industries. 

Non-oil sectors should also be 
developed in order to achieve glo- 
bal and Arab economic dev- 
elopment, including a free exc- 
hange of trade and manpower, it 
also recommended. 

The conference noted that Arab 
exports of new products, esp- 
ecially petrochentical and oil pro- 
ducts, were faced with “many res- 


trictions” by industrial^ed cou- 
ntries. 

It therefore called on those 
countries to reduce protectionism. 

liie conference also called for 
cooperation between Arab and 
other developing countries “bea- 
ring in mind that the Arab World 
is pan of the Third World”. 

‘ Earlier a French energy expert 
warned here that another sharp 
fall in oil prices would bring about 
a drastic reduction in world crude 
production capacity. leading to 
“an oil shock” a few years bom 
now. 

Addressing the conference, Mr. 
Pierre Despairies. chairman of the 
Institute Fraocais du Petiole, said 
that governments and oil com- 
panies of the industrialised cou- 
ntries were no longer supponing 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
oning Countries (OPEC) efforts 
to stabilise the market and prevent 
a drop in oil prices. 

He predicted that after 1 990, oil 
prices would increase due to dif- 
ficulties and lead time required to 
renew proven reserves. 

He also called upon ind- 
ustrialised countries to avoid pro- 
tectionism with regard to refined 
oil and industrial products from 


the Third World by jointly neg- 
otiating reasonably import quotas. 

He said North ^ oil producers 
should restrict their output and 
discounting practices otherwise 
prices would not adiieve stability. 

There would be a cycle of col- 
lapses and sudden ris^ he said. 

Meanwhile an expert of 
OAPEC told the conference that 
the refining capacity in the Arab 
World this year would total 250 
million tonnes compared to 45 
mQlkm tonnes in 1958and 95 mil- 
lion tonnes in 1970. 

Mr. Zuheir Kassabally said that 
the share of the Arab World’s ref- 
ining capacity was only a “mere”. 
6.6 per cent of the worid total. 

He said that the annual growth 
rate products consumption rea- 
ched 12.7 per cent during the 
1975-80 period, bur declined lo 
9.2 per cent in 1983. 

’ According to Mr. Kassabally, 
the average growth of petroleum 
product consumption was exp- 
ected to dedine to 6.5 per cent 
during 198.^-90, due to the eco- 
nomic recession. 

He estimated total consumption 
of products for 1990 at 150 mil- 
lion tonnes, from the 112 million 
tonnes for fois year. 

^^'hile some Arab countries 
would have a net surplus of 100 
million tonnes of products “in the 
coming years", other non-oil pro- 
ducers in the Arab World would 
face a deficit of about se\'en mil- 
lion tonnes a vear, he added.

FRANKFURT (R) — The Bank of (Thina is to go ahead later this 
month with its first bond issue on a European market since 1949, 
despite opposition from holders of pre-revolutionary bonds rep- 
udiated Ity the,cornmui]jlst.governrnent. bond market sources- said 
Thursday. 

They said interest was running high in the new issue by the state 
bank, expeaed to be a scrai^t Eurobond of around 200 million 
marks ($64 miIIion).The Frankfurt-based Deutsche Bank has woo 
the mandate to be lead manager against stiff opposition, the sources 
said. 

Deutsdie Bank has not confirmed that it will underwrite the China 
issue, but spokesmen for the old bondholders have already wrinen to 
it outlining their claims. 

“Our view is that they (China) should not be issuing bonds at all 
^ile they're in default,” said 1^. Mikael Gough, director of the 
London-based Council of Foreign Bond Holders. 

Mr. Gou^ said coundl could not take legal action to attempt to 
mwent China issuing debt in marks, but he hoped to persuade 
Deutsche to mention in the proq)ectus that some bonds issued prior 
to the 1 949 revolution have yet to be redeemed. 

“I think it would be right that any prospective investor at least has 
all the facts before him and knows that he's lending to somebody that 
hasn't paid back his old debt.” Mr. Gough said. 

The government of the Peoples* Republic of China has con- 
sistently maintained that it has no re^nsibility for debt incurred 
before 1949.

Hie measures, announced by 
the higher oommiitee for policies, 
ease tiie issue of overseas work 
permits and offer up to 10 years 
leave of absence for public sector 
workers wanting to work abroad. 
They follow reports that Gulf 
Arab states plan to reduce their 
foreign womorces because of 
lower oil revenues. Remittances 
from the estimated three million 
Egyptians working abroad are the 
country’s main source of hard cur- 
rency. officially estimated at about

Soviet victory celebrations in 
Moscow end with fireworks 


MOSCOW (R) — Tanks and rockets, soldiers and 
veterans paraded thrni^h Red Square to mark tfae 
defeat of Nazi Germany 40 years then sombre 
speeches and solemn ceremonies gave way to festive 
fheworfcs. 


The 50-minute military display, 
vdiich included SS-21 short-rao^ 
Qud^ missiles previously unseen 
by Western observers, was wat- 
ched from atop Lenin's Mau- 
soleum Iw Communist Party Chief 
MikhaO Corbadiev and the rest of 
the Kremlin leadership. 

Many Western ambassadors 
also attended, including those of 
Britain, France and odier NATO 
members. But the U.S. envoy sta- 
yed away, maintaining a boycott 
of Soviet militaiy parades in force 
since the intervention in Afg- 
hanistan in 1979. 

In an opening ^3eedi broadcast 
across E^tem Europe, Defence 
Minister Sergei Sokolov said the 
West was atten^)ting to belittle 
the wartime role of the Soviet 
Union. 

Other speeches and com- 
mentaries delivered by politicians 
and veterans alike during two days 
of ceremony dwelt on teviet a^- 
ievements. stressing the key role 
troops on the Eastern Front pla- 


yed in defeating Nazi Germany. 

Thursday Red Square event fol- 
•lowed a wreath-laying at the tomb 
of the unknown soldier on Wed- 
nesday and a rally at which Mr. 
Gorbachev made his first major 
public address since taking office. 

In a toughly-worded speech, he 
accused Washington of thr- 
eatening world peace and hit out 
at West German leaders who he 
said were seeking the restoration 
of territories lost after the war. 

But he tempered his anti- 
Western remarks with an appeal 
for a return to detente and sent a 
letter to President Reagan saying 
Moscow was ready to work vnth 
the United States to prevent nuc- 
lear war. 

In a brief toast deUvered behind 
dosed doors after the parade, he 
called for "patient and con- 
structive dialogue" to solve int- 
ernational problems. 

Assessing his speedi, some 
Western d^lomats said they were 
suiprised by the force of his attack 


on Reagan. Odiers said he merely 
summed up the Soviet Union's 
view of the war and post-war eve- 
nts, presenting a "familiar dis- 
(oned pciture." 

Mr. Gorbachev was too young 
to fi^t in the war but nine of his 
fellow politburo members saw mil- 
itary or other service. 

Former U.S. Ambassador to 
Moscow Averell Harrinian has 
been given a prestigious Soviet 
war award for his work in pro- 
moting cooperation between the 
two nations during the World War 

n. 

The Order of the {^trkxic War 
was conferred on Mr. Harriman, 
now 93, to mark the 40th aon- 
tversaiy the end of the war in 
Europe, foe Offidal News Agency 
Tass said. 

Mr. Harriman served in Mos- 
cow from October 1943 to Feb- 
ruary 1946 and regularly visited 
Moscow afterwards. He was a 
trouble-shooter for several U.S. 
presidents. 

A U.S . embas^ spokesman said 
the award was an ack- 
nowledgement of his role as for- 
mer President F ranklin O. Roo- 
sevelt's representative in wide- 
ranging private contacts wifo foe 
S^iet l^ideiship under Stalin. 


Last week the same award was 
given to Italian President Sandro 
Pertini for his contibution to "the 
struggle ^inst Fascism." 

Prague hails Soviet role

U.S. rejects Gorbachev’s charges 


WASHINGTON {R) — The U.S. 
government has rejeaed Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev's cha- 
rge that it is a potentiai war men- 
ace and also said foe Soviet Union 
was more to blame than foe. West 
for the outbreak of World War II. 

Mr. Gorbachev has said on foe 
40ih anniversary of foe World 
War II defeat of Nazi Germany 
that "American imperialism is at 
foe forward edge of foe war men- 
ace to mankind." 

Asked about foe charge. State 
Department Spokesman Edward 
Djerejian said, "We disagree fun- 
damentally wifo a number of Mr. 
Gorbachev's assertions about 
U.S. foreign policy." 

Mr. Djerejian also rejected Mr. 
Gorbachev's implied critidsm of 
President Reagan's visit to a Ger- 
man war cemetery and Mr. Gor- 
bachev’s statement that Western 


appeasement of Adolf Hitler led 
to World War II. 

• Mr. Gorbachev did not name 
Mr. Reagan but said some leaders 
at the Bonn economic summit last 
week “were ready to forget or 
even justify foe SS cutthroats." 

Mr. Djerejian said: “We reject 
foe implied criticism in the speedh 
that the president and other Wes- 
tern leaders at foe Bonn summit 
somehow countenanced the aa- 
ions of Hitler's SS or were res- 
ponsible for the outbreak of 
World War II. 

“Whatever mistakes French 
and British leaders committed in 
the 1930s. they don't compare 
with the encouragement Hitler 
received from foe (1939 Soviet- 
German non-aggression) pact. 

“France and Britain declared 
war on Hitler because of foe inv- 


asion of Poland. The Soviet Union 
joined Hitler in that attack on Pol- 
and." 

But Mr. Djerejian noted Mr. 
Gorbadiev also said that the 
Worid War 11 alliance between 
Moscow and the West proved that 
socially opposite nations could 
work toother. 

Mr. Djerejian said Mr. Reagan 
made the same point in a letter to 
Mr. Goibadiev which said foe all- 
iance “demonstrated that despite 
our differences we can join tog- 
ether in successful common eff- 
orts." 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev has written to President 
Reagan to commemorate allied 
unity in foe defeat over Nazi Ger- 
many and said Moscow is ready to 
ooop^te in preventing a nudear 
war and eliminating nudear arms. 


France carries out huge 
nuclear test in Pacific 


WELLINGTON (R) — France 
has set off a huge nudear eiq>- 
losaon at its Mumoa Atoll testing 
ground in foe South Padfic, New 
Zealand government sei- 
smologists said Friday. 

The blast, wifo an estimated 
yield of 150 kilotonnes, was pro- 
bably the biggest since foe French 
undergrouim test programme 
began in the French ^lynesia 10 
years ago, they added. 

The explosion, monitored at 
2028 GMT on Thuisday by New 
Zealand sdentists at Rarotonga in 
foe Cook Islands, was big enou^ 
to register of seismographs in New 
Zealand, about 7.000 kilometres 
away. 

Tbe previous biggest Frendi 
test recorded was one of 140 kil- 
otonnes in July 1979. 

Blasts of 150 kUotDones (the 


equivalent of 150,000 tonnes of 
TNT) are foe maximuro allowed 
under an international treaty cov- 
ering underground tests, foe dir- 
ector of the New Zealand Nat- 
ional Radiation Laboratory, And- 
rew McEwan, told Reuters. 

“It is certainly a big explosion 
— a weapon rather than a trigger 
device," seismologist Murray 
Lowry said. 

Hie test followed a blast of 10 
kilotonnes on May 1. It was die 
69fo since undeiground testing 
began at Mururoa in June 1975. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
David Lange described the latest 
blast as deplorable. 

“All foe countries of foe South 
Padfic are absolutely opposed to 
Dudear testing in their region and 
have said so on many occasions." 
he said in a statement.

NOUMEA (W — French Def- 
ence Mmister (Carles Hemu arr- 
ived in New Caledonia Friday 
amid tight jx>lice security to study 
measures ror reinforcing his cou- 
ntry’s military presence in the tro- 
ubled territory. 

Mr. Hemu stepped ashore from 
foe nuclear-powered submarine 
Rubis after a helicopter flight took 
him offshore from the int- 
ernational airport at Tontouta 
north of the capital, officials said. 

His arrival follows the worst vio- 
lence in foe French Pacific ter- 
ritoiy since indigenous Kanaks 
(Melanesians) began campaigning 
for independence last November. 

A Kanak wufo was shot dead 
and 95 people were injured during 
street fighting in Noumea on 
Wednesday. The fighting between 
yfoite settlers, Kanaks and police 
triggered a constitutional crisis 
«4ien moderate deputies rep- 
resenting foe Kanals Thuisday 
quit the Territorial Assembly. 

Officials said Mr. Hemu’s visit 
w^ not related to the latest vio- 
lence Nfoich prompted the Nou- 
mea aufoorities to reinqpose a cur- 
few. 

Mr. Hemu immediately plu- 
nged into talks on defence wifo 
special envoy Edgard Pisani sent 
by Paris in December to try 
mediate between Kanaks and set- 
tlers on the future of foe territory.

The Ca^ Times said in an edi- 
torial that foe recent deaths of two 
blacks who had been detained by 
police were potential disasters for 
^ufo Africa's international sta- 
nding. 

“As unrest carries on unabated 
in foe black townships. South Afr- 
ica seems to be druting steadily 
into a state of dvfl war, stumbling 
fi^ one horrffic inddeni to ano- 
ther," it said. 

“Nothing the (President P.W.) 
Bofoa adiilLaKBtration is able to do 
seems to. check the current mal- 
aise. Violence has become end- 
emic." it added. 

The Cape Times called for an 
inquiry into foe deaths of trade 
unionist Andries Raditsela and 
student leader Sipho. Motsi, both 
of whom were held by police bef- 
ore they died. 

“The country cannot afford 
another BQro affair in whidi foe 
people ^o might be held res- 
ponsible for the death of a det- 
ainee are allowed to get away wifo 
It,” the paper said. 

The 1977 death in police det- 
ention of black consciousness lea- 
der Steve Biko was a fector whidi 
led to an international arms emb- 
aigo against Pretoria. 

A police spokesman Friday 
reported numerous inddents of 
ovemi^t rioting across the cou- 
,ntry but said no deaths had occ- 
urred. 

A post-mortem on black trade 
unionist Andries Raditsela Thu- 
rsday showed he died of brain inj- 
uries after being held in police cus- 
tody at foe weekend, his union 
said. 

Mr. Raditsela's death has pa- 
rked a furore among South Afr- 
ican trade unions, fuelling tension 
as rioting against the country’s 
apartheid polides continues to 
sweep its black townships. 

The riots have spread to foe 
crawling township of Soweto on 
the outskirts of Johannesburg. 
Five more deaths were reported in 
rioting Thursday despite a tough 
I)olice and army presence, par- 
ticularly in the stri^tom eastern 
pan of Cape province.

Managua denies attacks inside Honduras 


TEGUaCALPA (R) — Nic- 
aragua Friday denied that its tro- 
ops had chased guerrillas into 
Honduras last weeL 

“We deny this type of inf- 
ormation". Nicaragua's D^uty 
Foreign Minister Jose Leon Tal- 
veia told reporters here. 

Hundreds of Honduran soldiers 
have been sent to the border wifo 
Nicaragua and Honduran Foreign 
Minister Edgardo Paz Bamica has 
accused Managua of launching 
'"an offensive hostility.'' 

Journalists who visited the 
Honduran border province of El 
Paraiso said Nicaraguan troops 
had fired mortars at foe town of 
Arenales, seven kilometres from 
foe Nicaraguan border. Rebel 
sources said 38 people had been 
killed. 

It was fojB lar^t incursion rep- 
orted since war erupted between 
the U5.-backed rdtels and foe 
left-wing government in Managua 
more than three ye^ a^. 

Mr. Talavera was visiting the 
Honduran capital as part of a tour 
of Central America to eiqilain the 
effects of the U.S. trade embargo 
imposed against Nicaragua last 


week. 

“What is happening is that Nic- 
aragua is Intimately defending 
its territory against mercenary- 
forces at tbe service of the United 
States," Ml Talavera said. 

“The border area between Nic- 
aragua and Honduras has been, 
turned into a war zone by the Uni- 
ted States." 

The Reagan administratioiL 
wfaidi accuses Nicaragua of trying 
to export Marxist revolution to the 
rest of Central America, has bac- 
ked an army of 1 5,000Nicaraguan 
rebels. Some have set up ba^ in 
Honduras. 

. Honduras, Washington's sta- 
undiest ally in Central America, 
has harboured foe guerrillas but 
recently milhaiy ^dals e^qp- 
ressed ooncera that their presence 
could lead to war xrifo Nicaragua. 

Mr. Talavera, who arrived 
Wednesday from Guatemala to 
discuss foe embargo wifo Hon- 
duran leaders, said Nicaragua had 
found new markets in Europe and 
would continue trading with Mex- 
ico Qpd C^da toofEset the loss of

Punjab politician killed, protests erupt 


NEW DELHI (R) — Sikh ext- 
remisis shot dead an opposition 
leader in India's Punj^ state, spa- 
rking a riot in which one person 
was stabbed to death and several 
others were injured 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported that an indefinite amew 
was clamped on foe town of Hos- 
hiaipur and police Teinforcemraits 
rushed to foe area after former 
pariiamentarian Balbir Singh 
shot at his farm on foe town's out- 
skirts. 

Balbir Singh, a Hindu and pre- 
sident of foe Punjab section of the 
Lok Dai Party, was hit by several 


bullets and killed instantly, the 
news agency said. 

His murder followed attacks on 
sevjsjral Punj^ lead^ of prim4 
Minister Rajiv GandhTs paii^ in 
foe past two weeks. 

Pn said rioters defied foe Hos- 
hiaipur curfew by setting shops on 
fire. One person was stabbed to 
death and several others were inj- 
ured by angry crowds roaming the 
streets. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
was quoted by PTT as sayiite in a 
message to l^bir Sink's ramby 
that foe attack deserved to be 


oondemned by everyone who had 
India's nation^ interests at heart. 

Pn quoted official rqpons as 
saj^ Balbir Singh was shot at 
point blank range by extremists 
armed with automatic weapons.

LONDON (R) — The death toU 
in foe world's deadliest recorded 
outbreak ofL^ionnaires’ Disease 
rose to 34 and electricity aut- 
horities- said they would chedt 
power station cooling toweis as a 
possfole cause of spreading it 
A woman in her seventies died 
of the disease in a ho^ital in foe 
central England industrial town of 
Stafford, ^ere the ouforeak is 
centred, a state health service 
spokesman said. 


Fears that foe disease would 
spread further have been hei- 
ghtened ^ single deaths in foe 
western dfy of Bristol and in Por- 
tsmouth on foe south ^oast In Sta- 
fford, 32 people have died. 

The Crotral Electricity Gen- 
erating Board said it would exa- 
mine power station cooling towers 
for a possible link. 

Scientists have said they believe 
the Stafford outbreak was caused 
by bacteria carried in water vap- 


our from air conditioning cooling 
towers of foe hospital into an 
out-patients' clinic. 

But a government ejqsert has 
said the Generating Board’s own 
cooking towers could be foe cause 
of the spread. 

Hesdth spokesmen said five 
more people had been taken to 
ho^tiw in Stafford suffe^g 
from the disease, bringing total 
cases there to more than ISO. 


Parts of Thai-Kampuchean border fenced off 


BANGKOK (R) — Vietnamese 
troops have fenced off parts of the 
Thai-Kampudiean border with 
barbed wire and land mines, Thai 
military officers said Friday. 

They said the move to s^ foe 
border was aimed at preventing 
defections and keeping Kam- 
puchean guerrillas from moving 
deeper into the Kampuchean int- 
erior. 

According to unconfirmed rep- 
orts Vietnam has completed pla- 


nting land mines and laying bar- 
bed wire along a 70-UkmetFe 
steetch opposite the Thai district 
towns of Aranyaprafoet and T^ 
Fhraya. 

The officers said the barrier had 
reduced the number of Vie- 
tnamese and Kampuchean gov- 
ernment troops crossing the bor- 
der to surrender to Thai ant- 
horities. But it had not stopped the 
gumilla infiltrations along other 
points of the 720 kDometre long 


Kampudiean border. 

Thai military officers said ope- 
rations to drive out Vietnamese 
troops who had intruded into'Iha- 
Uand were continuiag Friday. 

Since Nfay 4 Thai troops backed 
by artillery and airstrikes have 
been trying to force out up to 
1 ,200 Vietnamese troops dug into 
mountains along tbe so^ eastern 
border wifo Kampuchea. At least 
eight Thai soldiers have been kil- 
led and-27 wounded. 


Security worries overshadow Pope’s Belgian visit 


BRUSSELS (R) — Security wor- 
ries are ovei^adowing pre- 
parations for Pope John raul 
seven-day tour erf Luxembourg 
and Bel^um starting next week 
following a ^te of guerrilla att- 
adcs in foe two countries. 

All police leave has been can- 
celled and teams of surgeons will 
be (» standby at hospitals whe- 
rever he goes in case of any ass- 
assination atten^t. 

Security offioais told Reuters 
foe Pope bad been adrised to keep 
his crowd aj^tearaoces to a min- 
imum but bis hectic prograriiine 
wDl take him to many public eve- 
nts throughout tfae two countries. 

Belgian new^apers have ref- 
erred to a dimate of “terrorist 
psychosis" as edgy police mount 
extra armed guards near potential 
guerrilla targets following a wave 
of mainly anti-NATO b^bings, 
one of wfoidi last week killed two 
Brussels firemen. 

Ad aDOnymous poster pur- 
porting to offer a reward for kil- 


ling foe Pope was nailed to a 
church door at Brassdiaat near 
foe Dutch border last month. 

At the soutfiern Belgian shrine 
of Beauraing, to be visited by the 
Pope on his tefo birthd^ on May 
18, vandals broke the hands off a 
statue of foe V'lrgin Maty. 

Qmrdi officials expect tum- 
uiDious crowds to greet the Pope 
On his travels in the two ove- 
rrriielmin^y Catholic countries 
despite such' isolated hostile inc- 
idents and an undercurreait of cri- 
tidam of foe visit by some relj^us 
and secular groups. .
